“As to the age limit, there Is much 
to be sald In favour of 25 or 30, and 
there are even films which are not 
without danger for old gentlemen."

Never before had a reward for 
gallantry been so quickly be- 
stowed.

“RUN IN FOUR 
/ MINUTES FLAT? 
Sydney Wooderson Thinks 
It Can Be Done. 


(By Geoffrey Simpson) 


"London, May 12. 


Appearing on the White City track yesterday’ to begin train- 
ing, Sydney Woodecrson, solicitor’s clerk and champion athicte, 


talked hopefully of running a mile in four minutes. 


“{t is the 


ambition of my life to be the first to do it,’ he said. 


And with that, off he went on 
n slow trot, Of course, for anyone 
to run a four-minute mile, the event 
necds to be most carefully prepared, 
and if Wooderson achieves it, he will 
do so somewhere nbout next Adgust. 

The question hoa been debated 
both sides of the Atlantle since the 
American university miler, Glenn 
Cunningham, did the journey In 
Amin, 4.8sec, True, that remarkabtc 
time was put up in an Indoor arena 
on wood, minus wind resistance... 
but {t demonstrates the possibilities 
of uw four-minute mile, 

One mon said that Cunningham's 
effort probably represented the Umit 
of human achievement, but Wooder- 
son disagreed. “Given ideal condi- 
tlons, 1 do not see why Cunning- 
ham's time should not be beaten out- 
doors,” he stated. 

There’s the rub. The most 
elaborate preparations for « record 
attempt can be Knocked sideways by 
Dame Nature, A bit of a breeze, or 
a track made heavy by rain, and the 
athlete is beaten before he starts, 


QUESTION OF PACE 


Even with track and weather per- 
fect, the attempt can be rulned by 
bad pace-malding. Accurate pacing 
is absolutely essential . and 
where are four runners to be found 
to take Wooderson round, one lap 
apiece, at a level 60 scconds? 

Indoor times are not recognised 
by the International Federation, and 
Wooderson is still the accepted 
world record holder as a result of 
his 4min. 6.4sec. run last summer. 
I belicve in that race he did two 
laps {n about 68sec, each. A four~ 
minute mile might not be beyond 
him if he could be kept to a uniform 
GOscc. per lap. 

Personally, L doubt whether 
human pare-makers can be relicd 
on for such a task. Onc solution 
which may make you smiic, but is 
nevertheless feasible, would be the 
employment of 1 mechanical athlete. 

For instance, what if Gen. Critch- 
Jey mounted a dummy athlete on 
the electric hare carrioge? That 
could be sent round at a level 
minute-per-Iap from the control 


tower.

“We have taken no step whatever 
to stop the assoclation.,” | was told, 
“and if this body sUcks to legitimate 
functions, we have no intention of 
attacking Ubem, But we shall con- 
dinue to insist that every boxer shall 
hold oar eence and remain under 
our control; and, of course, in every 
Instance where our authority is 
evaded or our members are attacked, 
we shall oct with all the power we 
bave. We are stillahoping that we 
shall not be forced into anything Ilke 
open warfare,” 

So far us T know, there has never 
been » boxers’ strike in this country, 
except as concerned one particular 
tournament, But with the Natlonal 
Boxing Association in its present 
combative mood, the possibility Js 
there to-day. 

One need hardly point to the 
futllity of boxers trying to run box- 
ing. This svort needs every bit as 
much discipline as racing, and a good 
deal more than football and most 
other sports.

“WHAT A TERRIBLE MESS" . 


Within a few minutes, the officers 
hind arrived on the spot but Dwyer 
remained where he wos. A few 
minutes afler the Petty Officer had 
spoken to him, A. B. Freeman saw 
Dwyer. Freeman had been siceping 
below, but during the night he had 
had ocension to go to the heads and 
tind gone forward, not along the 
upper deck but by the main deck. 

On coming back to the door of the 
hends, he iit a cigarette and was 
looking out to sea when, oat thot mo- 
ment, about 1,50 am. Dwyer came 
walking forward, He walled past 
the door and said something which 
Freeman could not catch. Having 
gone nbout slx paces past, he came 
back and started smoking a cigarette, 

At that moment, the Chicf Yeoman 
of Signals, a man called Bye, came 
to the Hends and sold, casually: 
“What a terrible mess.” 

Both the men replied “Yes,* and 
Dwyer then sald to Freeman, “Woat 
does he mean?" 

Freeman, who knew nothing about 
the matter, said: “suppose he

SNEER OR SMILE? 


It wos Dwyer's turn to take over 
duty as telegraph man in the wheel-

von had been shot. Dwyer did not 
reply to that, but Murphy says he 
looked at him with what) may be 
described as a smile or an sneer, He 
passed on to the wheelhouse where 
there were the Quarter Master of 
the Watch, uo Leading Seaman and 
an Able Seaman, 

The first words Dwyer spoke in 
the wheelhouse were coarse and 
insulting to the Captain and the Com- 
mander. 

It scemed to be an odd moment 
in which to indulge In hyperbole, but 
that apparently is what Dwyer was 
doing, At 3 a.m. he had to leave 
the telegraph and go on to the 
bridge, When he gat there it was 
raining and he borrowed an ollsisin 
from A. B, Gibson, whom he was ree 
Heving. 

Leading Seaman Nicholson, who 
was also on duty, walked over to 
him and referred ta the death, 
Dwyer expressed complete surprise 
at the incident but when the details 
were explained to him, so far as they 
were Itnown to Nicholson, he sald: 
“Well, I am not sorry.” 7 

On the way back, he went Into the 
Signal Distributing office occupied by 
Bye and sat down on the bench.

Seamen's overcoats were normally 
kept in some parts of the ‘ship 
allocated for the purpose. Some of 
these plices were not locked while 
others were. In practice, overcoats 
lying about wero allowed to remain 
for some days. It depended-on the 
place, but sometimes they were col- 
lected and put Jn no scran bag. Rat- 
ings could redeem thelr overcoats 
fiom this bag by payment of a piece 
of soup. if the place were the re- 
creation space flat, overcoats lying 
about were allowed to remain there. 


CALLED TO SCENE

Sydney Wooderson Thinks 
It Can Be Done — 


(By Geoffrey Simpson) ‘ 


Lendon, May 12, 


Appearing on the White City track yesterday to begin train- 
ing, Sydney Wooderson, solicitor’s clerk and champion athlete, 
talked hopefully of running a mile in four-minutes. “It is the 


ambition of my life to be the first to do it,” he said. 


And with that, off he went on 
ao slow trot. Of course, for anyone 
to run a four-minute mile, the event 
needs to be must carefully prepared, 
and If Wooderson achleves It, he will 
do so somewhere about next Ausust. 

The question has been debnted 
both sides of the Atlantic since the 
American university miler, Glenn 
Cunningham, did the journey in 
4min, 48sec. True, that remarkable 
time was put up in an tndeor arena 
on wood, minus wind resistance . _ 
but It demonstrates the possibilities 
of a four-minute mile. 

One man sald that Cunningham's 
effort probably represented the limit 
of human achievement, but Wooder- 
son disugreed. “Given ideal condl- 
tons, 1 do not sce why Cunning- 
ham's time should not be beaten out- 
doors.” he stated. 

There's the rub, The most 
elaborate preparations fer a record 
attempt can be knocked sldeways by 
Dame Nature. A bit of a breeze, or 
a ttnck made heavy by rain, and the 
athicte is beaten before he starts. 


* QUESTION OF PACE 


Even with track und weather per- 
fect, the natlempt can be ruined by 
bad pace-mnking. Accurate pacing 
is absolutely cssentlal . and 
where ure four runners to be found 
to take Wooderson round, one lap 
apiece, at a Ievel 60 seconds? 

Indoor times are not recognised 
by the Internatlonal Fedcratlon, and 
Woodcrson is still the accepted 
world record holder os a result of 
his 4min. 6@.4sce. run last summer. 
1 believe in that race he did two 
laps in about SBsce. cach. A four- 
minute mile might not be beyond 
him if he could be kept to a uniform 
G0scc. per lap. 

Personally, I doubt whether 
human pace-makers can be relicd 
on for stich a task. One solution 
which may make you smile, but is 
nevertheless feasible, would be the 
employment of a mechanical athlete. 

For instance, what If Gen. Critch- 
ley mounted a dummy athlete on 
the electric hare carriage? That 
could be sent round at a_ level 
minute-per-lap from the control 


tower. 
ALL-STAR RACE 

The way I should like to sce the 
fent accomplished (!€ we ever do 
see it) would be in a race. A field 
including say. Wooderson, Cunntng- 
ham, San Romani, the Itallan- 
American, and others of that type, 
might between them produce 4 
four-minute winner without realls~ 
ing they were doing so. 

Thot’s the way most track records 
are recorded. 

An all-champions race is a prob- 
abllity for August Bank Holiday. A 
big international meeting is fixed for 
White City Stadium, and invitations 
have been sent to champions In all 
parts of the world. 

Wooderson wilt definitely be ‘in 
the mile that day, and so might Cun- 
ningham. Eleven times during the 
indoor season thts brilliant Ameri- 
can has beaten 4min. 10sec. for the 
mile,

There had been ecarlicr  en- 
counters between Zeppelins and 
airplanes, but no pilot*had ever 
seen a Zeppelin actualy explode 
and fall. 


Poems And Songs 
About Him 


In London, when the news 
reached home, Press and public 
went wild with enthusiasm. The 
first of the air monsters which 
for months had terrorised the 
men, women, and children of the 
civilian population, and wreaked 
so great havoc, had been destroy- 
ed—and by a boy hero alone in a 
tiny airplane. 

Poems and songs were written 
about Warneford. 

His mother, Mrs. Corkery, 
said, “I knew he would do some- 
thing daring.” 

A man who had helped teach 
the youth to fly said, “I always 
thought Warneford would break 
his neck or do big things.” 

A poet wrote:—

But he had not been inactive 
during that time.

Always 
he was on a lone mission.

Zeppelin was by no means his 
only feat. 

He had to his credit the sink- 
ing of several German sub- 
marines.

Then came the most daring 
jngle-handed exploit of the war 
which not only, earned him, the 
V.C. but gained him the French 
decoration of the Chevalier.

He went to Paris for 1 week's 
holiday and found himself feted 
and dined everywhere. . Cele

He went to Buc, near Paris, to 
be decorated by the Minister of 
Marine, on June 17, ten days 
after his Zeppelin battle. 

While waiting Warncford 
ascended from Bue Airdrome to 
test out a new biplane. 

He had a ‘passenger, ‘an 
American journalist named 
Henry Needham. 

When about 750 fect from the 
gound the machine canted and 
overturned. Warneford and 
Needham fell from their seats. 
Both were killed. 

Warneford had not strapped 
himself in. 

The King and Queen sent a 
telegram of condolence to his 
parents, 

France and Belgium mourned 
with Britain. 

On June 21 Warnoford’s body 
was brought home to London 
and taken ‘on a gun carriage to 
the mortuary at Brompton 
Cemetery. 

The funeral took place next 
day. Thousands lined the streets, 
Men and women sobbed.

J, Lockhart Smith, at the Central 
Maogistracy this morning, sentenced 
Yu Ngan, 28 and Chan Kam, 18; to 
six months’ and three months' hard 
labour respectively on a charge of 
aiding and abetting the commission 
of an indictable offence. 

The two men were originally 
charged with inflicting grievous 
bodily harm on the complainant, Lat 
Fun, a constable, but the charge was 
substituted..because the police were 
not able to prove that the defendants 
had actually coused the Injurics the 
complainant had received during o 
fight in Stanley Strect on May 27. 

This morning the defendants first 
denied the substituted offence, but as 
they were about to leave the dock 
afier a day had been fixed for the 
hearing of the cuse, they admitted it. 

Acting Detective Inspector L. R. 
Whiant sald that on May 27 the com~ 
platnant was ina tea houso when a 
mun entered and bumped inte his 
friend, This started a quarrel which 
eventually continued Into the strect.
